Is Announced 


WGY Will Broadcast Pro- 
grams for Three Nights at 
Power of 50,000 Watts. 


Washington, August 15.—(#)— 
With the approval of the commerce 
department, station WGY at Schenec- 
tady will broadcast during the eve- 
nings of August 22, 24 and 25 its 
program and signals at a power of 
50,000 watts, the greatest energy ever 
used for this purpose. 

The program is in the form of a 
test and Seeretary Hoover today 
asked the nation’s radio listeners to 
assist in determining what effects the 
super-power installation has on the 
transmission of waves. 

Government observers and 
broadcasting stations will engage in 
the same attempt, equipped with 
scientific devices tg determine the in- 


many 


‘tensity, range modulation, fading and 


blanketing phenomena which the 
signals from the tremendous power 
center will evince. 

At the same time, the regular 
listeners-in, scattered everywhere as 
they are, can greatly assist the 
project by reporting their receiving 
experiences. The station, while bring- 
ing the full 50-kilowatt power into 
service most of the time, will also re- 
duce at intervals to its regular 2-kilo- 
watt standard in order that compari- 
sons may be made.

MARKETING MEET 


Athens, Ga., August 15.—(Special.) 
Farmers and business men from every 
part of the state will gather at the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture 
August 24-28 to diseuss problems in 
marketing, according to an announce- 
ment from the institution this week. 
The conference will be held in conjunc- 
tion with the annual meetings of the 
State Agricultural society and _ the 
State Horticultural society. 

The strongest possible program has 
been arranged, state college authori- 
ties believe, and the foremost authori- 
ties on cooperative marketing in the 
United’ States will appear to discuss 
j the problems of orderly marketing 
'before the conference. 
| Representatives of Georgia farm 
lerops, including cotton, peaches, 
peanuts and watermelons will lend 
their efforts towards evolving plans 
whereby the farmer may secure a fair 
price for his products. 

Some of the prominent men to ap- 
pear on the program include Dr. An- 
drew M. Soule and Professor J. Phil 
Campbell, of the State College of Ag- 
riculture; Arthur R. Rule, general 
manager of the Federated Fruit and 
Vegetable Growers of New York; L. 
F. McKay, of the American Cotton 
Growers; C. S. Barnett, president of 
the National Farmers’ union, and 
| others. 


The inefficient marketing system in | 
Georgia is the cause of the present | 


‘low prices of eggs in this state, ac- 
cording to J. H. Wood, professor of 
poultry husbandry at the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, who has just 
made a study of markets and systems 
of marketing in other sections of the 
country. 

Last week farmers in Connecticut 
were receiving 60 cents per dozen for 
‘eggs, while at the same time in Geor- 
gia only 30 cents was being paid. If 
the Georgia farmer had graded and 
packed his eggs in a regulation con- 
tainer and shipped them to Florida 
he would have received 40 to 45 
cents wholesale, f.:o. b. shipping point, 
says Professor Wood. Commercial 
poultrymen are receiving these prices, 
it is pointed out, and farmers could 
also if they would use the same sys- 
tem of marketing.

Morning and afternoon sessions 
will be held, and headquarters for the. 
day is to be established in the Ansley | 
hotel, where a luncheon will be served | 
the delegates. 

Decision to hold such a conference | 
was reached at the last session of the 
campaign executive committee. It was 
the general sentiment of the commit-' 
tee that no further steps should be 
taken in arranging for the building

projects, without first giving the large 
percentage of Yaarab temple members 
who live outside Atlanta a voice in 
the proceedings. 

Accordingly, the jurisdiction of the 
temple, which embraces over a half 
hundred counties in north Georgia, 
was divided into 37 districts, and rep- 
resentatives from the larger towns in 
gach of these districts were asked to 
attend the conference for the sole pur- 
pose of discussing building plans, and 
arranging for the cooperation of out- 
oftown nobles in making the project a

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'High-Priced Industrials 
Climb Into New Levels, 
While Oils and Motors 

Show Weakness. 


BY C. H. PLATT. 
New York, April 15.—-It is impos- 
sible to speak in any stated way of 


what the market did in the past week. 
It was not strong, even though so 
many stocks went up, yet even with so 
many declining. it was not weak. It 
; was very mixed. 
Possibly it should be called baffling, 
‘for there were-all of the earmarked 
| signs of a bear market in the severe 
‘decline in many of the oil stocks, and 
lall of the indications of a_ boiling 
bull market in the way many of the 
high-priced stocks climbed . far into 
new high levels. With more than a 
hundred active stocks, it is possible for 
the market to act that way, but until 
the past vear or so, it was usual for 
the whole list to go in the same direc- 
tion. But until the past year or two, 
there were only 20 or 30 active stocks. 
‘These diverse movements were pro- 
duced by various factors. A number 
of the oil stocks had bad breaks be- 
cause of the- forcing out of the over- 
large public following in them. In 
many other industrials, there was 


selling. On the other hand, pools 
{supported a number of issues in the 
| specialty class and brought about 
isharp advances in them. Both pool 
| buying and public absorption was 
‘noticed in the rails, which were gen- 
‘erally strong. The market for weeks 
/has not even operated in groups, how- 
|ever, for at one time or another, some 
(special issue in a* given group has 
‘moved up or down sharply and the 
|others done very little. Thus a few 
| stocks have been going up in one part 
of the market daily and usually these 
few have not affected any others. 
Interest Remains High. 

Public interest in the market has 
continued at an unusually high state 
for this season of the year, when dull- 
ness has usually been the rule. Many 
important trading interests have can- 
eelled their vacations altogether or 
have taken only a week at a time, or 
only a day, where ’they usually went 
away for much of the summer. Many 
others who are away from the mar- 
jxet centers are keeping in constant 
‘touch by wire or branch offices of 
brokers at summer resorts. It can be 
said without qualification that this 
has been the most active summer in 
the history of stock market operations, 
from the point of view of public trad- 
ing. . , 

There is not likely to be any serious 
decline in this interest, either, for it 
can be regarded as a foregone con- 
clusion that-this great activity in the 
summer is the start of an even larg- 
er volume of trading in the fall 
months. 

Opinions are still extremely mixed 
as to the future of steek prices. The 
statement that many stocks are too 
high is not denied by anyone, yet 
when it comes to a ease of picking 
which ones are too high, there is no 
agreement. Where short selling has 
heen tried there has been an immedi- 
ate squeezing of the shorts for weeks, 
‘and they have been forced to cover at 
a loss many times. As certain stock 
‘seemed too high six weeks ago, yet has 
advanced another 50 points since then. 

One stock is selling to vield 2% 
and another to yield 9%, where the 
dividend in each case seems quite se- 
cure. Yet the stock that gives so 
poor a return on the investment has 
eontinued to gain, and the one that 
gives a big return has been slipping 
lower. There are some stocks which 
continue to advance on which no 
strong probability of an increase in 
the dividend exists now, and others 
‘that seem to have a larger dividend 
ireturn, have been declining. 

“Who Owns Them.” 

| It has come down to a case of, “the 
‘big thing is, who owns them.” Thus 
i'some stocks which have bc.n in pub- 
lic hands for a long time have done 
nothing in this bull market. Others 
with a closely controlled pool, or with 
a small floating supply, have made 
one new high record after another. It 


is said of the oil stocks that the thing ‘ 


that made them go so fast was that 
“the wrong people owned them,” 
meaning that when they started down, 
there was not the concentrated pool

The same talk which has been heard 
et this season in every year®for a 
decade is again current on the motor 
industry.

There has 
been, however, a steady gain in the 
activities of a few companies in the

It looks as if competition will be 

keener than ever and as if some com- 
Fpanies will be crowded out. Motor 
car production costs are the smallest 
per unit where the turnover is_ the 
largest, and so a few companies which 
have been holding their own or gain- 
ing in proportionate volume of sales in 
the past year are likely to be the ones 
that will survive any kind of compe- 
tition that may becoming. There are 
a dozen small companies with declin- 
ing sales that are in danger of being 
forced out of business in the next 
year. 
Electrical refrigeration stocks are 
attracting great attention on the New 
York curb market where several of 
them have had extensive -advances in 
recent weeks. It is reported that 
sales of iceless refrigerating cabinets 
have been steadily growing. 

Copper metal prices continue steady, 
but the advancing trend may have 
been halted, for the time at least, by 
some, second-hand selling.

Steel orders are gaining in volume 
and there are signs that the fall 
months will see a big increase in 
steel sales.

SESSION LAME AFFAIR 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New Orleans, August 15.—The 
cotton market was a comparatively 
lame affair during the Saturday ses- 
sion.

The Day in Finance 


Public is Still Anxious to 
Speculate in Stock Market 
Despite Series of Warnings; 
Rails Now Seen As Safest 
Opportunity For Making 
Speculative Profits. 


New York, August 15.—-In the early 
days of the sensational advance that 
oceurred in the average price of stocks 
beginning last autumn immediately 
after election, it was possible to make 
speculative profits in almost any in- 
dividual stock in any group of stocks. 
The largest speculative profits were 
made in radio shares in which there 
was the wildest public speculation. In 
three short weeks this March the stock 
market as a whole, after having estab- 
lished a new average high price for all) 
time, lost practically all of the ground 
gained in four of as busy months as 
were ever. witnessed in Wall street. 

Halting a few weeks after the 
March cdllapse to get its breath, the 
stock market again began its advance 
into new high ground. But it was 
not the same kind of stock market 
witnessed last autumn when profits 
could be made by buying stocks almost 
blindly. In the sudden collapse of 
prices -in March radio shares led the 
decline, In the secondary advance the 
radio stocks whieh had been widely 
held by the big outside public did not 
“eome back.” This made the specula- 
tive public cautious. 

As the market as a whole continued 
to get into new high ground, the canu- 
tion displayed by the speculating pub- 
lie made itself felt most in the indus- 
trial shares. With general trade at 
that time beginning to fall off, it was 
argued that the rise in industrial 
shares had gone far enough, if not too 
far. In time warnings began to be 
sounded against excessive speculation 
in motor shares on the ground that 
these shares had more than discounted 
this year's unexpectedly favorable 
peak earnings. Then it» began to be 
realized that speculation in the oil 
shares had been overdone. 

Now one of the recognized authori- 
ties in the publie utility field issues a | 
warning. “I believe the recent price | 
trend of some of our public utility 
stocks has been getting toward the 
danger point,” Samuel Insull, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
Middle West Utilities company, says, 
adding that most of the speculation in 
public utilities has been in securities 
of holding and not operating com- 
panies. In some cases where specula- 
tion in public utilities has been wild- 
est, holding companies have taken over 
holding companies with total capitali- 
zation greatly inflated with the same 
process repeated. ; 

Despite these various warnings, 
however, it is plain that the public is 
still anxious to speculate in the stock 
market. But more and more interest 
is being centered in groups of stocks 
which have not advanced as much as 
others. and which represent industries} 
having a bright outlook. In view of 
this growing interest in selected stocks

in selected industries it is worth while 
giving, as follows, the price trend of 
113 stocks in thirteen different groups 
for July and the seven months of this

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According to the foregoing, the 
greatest upward swings have been in 


bank and trust company shares, in 
rubber stocks, public utilities and mo- 
tors. Today speculation is switching 
from the stocks named to rails on the 
belief that autumn will see the biggest 
market for rails that has been wit- 
nessed in years. Coppers, oils, sugars, 
iron and steel, and railway equipment 
stocks should on the foregoing aver- 
ages do better. Better things are ex- 
pected of coppers and steels: but in 
the oil, sugar anid railway equipment 
industries the outlook is not encour- 
aging. 

There is now a spread of no less 
than 57 points between the rails and 
the industrials as a class. Speculative 
Wall street beileves that many of the 
industrials or those which have not 
been discounting larger dividends or 
readjustment of capital, are selling 
too high with the rails selling too low. 
With gains in net earnings for the 
first half of 1925, the railroads are 
now facing the best six months of the 
year. Moreover, there has been a re- 
vival of speculative interest in pro- 
posed railway mergers since President 
Coolidge a few days ago let it be 
known that he was strongly in favor 
of voluntary railway consolidations, 
intimating that the proposed Nickel 
Plate merger is a pattern which 
should be approved and followed. This 
posed Nickel Plate merger until a 
sign is given of public approval or 
disapproval. 

Speculation is switching from some 
stocks that have had advances to the 
rails because the belief prevails that 
the bull market, which has been going 
on with interruptions since November 
of last year, is not over and that the 
rails as a class now offer the safest 
opportunity for making speculative 
profits. The most venturesome spec 
ulators are picking the low-priced 
rails which have merger prospects, 
with others wanting safety as well as 
speculative profits, buying the sea-

School Measure Fails. 


A bill seeking to make school dis- 
tricts which merge into school con- 
solidations share in the privileges and 
obligations of the central. districts 
failed of passage by a vote of 70 to 
44. Representative Wood, of Spald- 
ing, gave notice that he would move 
for reconsideration of this measure 
which was by Representative Rivers 
of Lanier. 

One bill passed Saturday was said 
by its proponents to be intended “to 
eliminate the Henry Lineoln John- 
sons from control of republican poli- 
tics in Georgia.”’ The bill was passed 
by a vote of 104 to 20, the speaker 
casting his vote in order to secure 
the required constitutional majority. 

The measure was uintroduced by 
Representative Griffin, of Decatur, 
and provides that all participants in 
political mass meetings must be quali- 
fied registered voters in the county 
or district for which the meeting is 
held. The bill also provides that 
ten-day notice must be given for all 
such public: meetings and that they 
must be held in the county court- 
house. 

Representative Milner, of Dodge, 
brought out the object of the measure 
by questioning a speaker if the bill 
was not designed to eliminate the un- 
registered negro voter in republican 
political meetings, in Georgia. Being 
answered in the affirmative, he asked 
if the effect would not be to rid re-

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tative Wood, of Fulton, 
spoke vigorously on behalf of the bill. 
He declared that without this law 
white republican of the state were 
powerless to rid their party of the 
negro voters. Representative Dykes, 
of Dooly, and Representative Griffin, 
the author, also spoke for - the 
measure.

A bill providing for retirement of 
state borids now dué, amounting to 
$218,000, was passed without a dis- 
senting vote. 

A measure providing for reciprocity” 
between Georgia and other states in 
recognition of licenses for osteopaths 
passed by 108 té 4, after four votes 
had been taken, the first three fail- 
ing to show a quorum. The speaker 
secured the consent of the house to 
put the vote three additional times 
after the first vote showed 101 to 6, 
three less than the required consti- 
tutional majority of 104. 

The house adjourned at o’clock 
until Monday morning at 9. All 
through the session it was difficult to 
cet a quorum voting, though the 
sneaker repeatedly announced that 
there was undoubtedly more than a 
quorum in the hall and urged all 
members to vote.

Simmons Gains. 


Simmons of Philadelphia was the 
only player among the leading hitters 
in the American league who gained in 
percentage. He only added two points 
to his total but gained in prestige con- 
sidering that rival sluggers lost all 
down the line. 

Although Tris Speaker receded in 
batting he was in no danger of fall- 
ing off the top rung and he has a 
fat margin on Heilmann of Detroit 
who has gone next up to the Indian 
pilot.

“While We are about it, let me say: 
this piant is not to be confused with 
the bachelor button or the northern 
straw flower, both of which 
sembles. In the Garden of Geth- 
semane it grows wild and low. 
sometimes like our wild clover. In 
this country, cultivatal, it grows to 
be two feet high, and each plant bears 
from 25 to 100 klooms, and each 
bloom contains enough seed for a 
‘start.’ 

“This plant is like its human con- 
sins; when it matures it is gray- 
headed. If one wishes to preserve it, 
in purple, it must be plucked before 
it matures. After danger of frost is 
over, the seeds may he planted and 
cultivated just as if they were mari- 
golds; or they may be planted earlier, 
indoors, and then transplanted.

Economically German recovery is now 
Within a _ relatively brief 
time she will become, what she was 
before the war, the greatest industrial 
state in continental Europe. She is 
certain, too, within a decade at the 
most, to escape from the restrictive 
influences of the treaty of Versailles, 
to become master within her own 
house when the armies of occupation 
of the allies leave, as they must in 
1925. 

But thus freed from restraint and 
constraint, what is Germany to do? 
Having freedom of choice, will she 
to align herself with western 
powers or eastern; that is, to make 
some form of entente with one or 
more of her foes of the world war or 
to join with renascent Russia in a 
new association? This is the most 
important question in Europe today. 

Three Possible Combinations. 

In examining the western possibili- 
ties it is manifest that of the three 
possible combinations, namely with 
Britain, Ita]Jy or France, that with 
Great Britain is, on first glance, the 
most obvious and, one may say quite 


accurately, the single partnership in 
ihe west which now hag_German ad- 
herents. Nevertheless, despite its 
apparent possibilities it is not an ex- 
aggeration to say that, on the whole, 
it has been rejected in advance by 
the majority of Germans. 


The reason is simple. Despite all 
recent British irritation at French 
policies, it is undeniable that France 
is in no sense a rival of Britain. No 
territorial ambition of France men- 
aces the colonial empire of the Eng- 
lish, while, despite a certain increase 
French industrial importance, 
Krance is totally unlikely ever to be 
a dangerous competitor in the eco- 
nomic field. Moreover;> while, French 
population tends to inerease some- 
what more rapidly than before the 
war, due to a large immigration, there 
is no prospect of any such expansion 
as would +nake France formidable in 
this direction. 

By contrast Germany is already 
showing signs of regaining all the 
challenging positaon she held with re- 
spect to British industry before the 
war. . Her population is increasing 


to an arrangement which would thus, 
ipso facto, become profitless. On the 
other hand, she has every need for 
present peace with the west and, in- 
deed, for permanent peace, provided 
no western nation undertakes. to 
thwart her true interests—that is nn- 
less By rance mounts guard on the low- 
er Vistula, 1 aly on the middle Dan- 
ube, or Britan- employs naval au- 
premacy to block German commercial 


activity. 

The Russian alliance, by contrast, 
offers much at once. If and when 
Russia recovers, the Russian market 
will be the obvious field for German 
exploitation, while there will be no 
rivalry between the two peoples, one 
of which is industrial, the other agri- 
cultural. On the political side both 
have obvious reasons for seeking the 
curtailment if not the suppression of 
*oland, while the German advance to 
Vienna would not disturb Russian 
Statesmen, if they were, in turn, as- 
sured of German assent to their re-' 
Sumption of the traditional march to 
Constantinople. In a word, the essen- 
tial interests and objectives of the two 
great peoples are often identical and 
always reconcilable. 

An Unmortgaged Future. 

Now if you brush aside all the cley- 
er dialectics of Dr. Stresemann over 
German objections to an uncondition- | 
al entrance into the league of nations, 
it seems to me that it must be clear 
that what he is seeking to preserve is 
au unmortgaged future, in so far as 
Russia is concerned. He is striving 
to prevent the use of German soil for 
the transfer of troops to Poland to 
meet a soviet invasion, he is insisting 
that Germany shall not undertake the 
vague but actual obligation of the 
covenant to assist any member, nation 
attacked in defiance of the leAgue of 
nations. He is saying, while not say- 
ing it: “We will join the league, pro- 
vided only such action does not in 
any direction affect our present and 
future Russian relations.” 

All of which means that he fs de- 
fending that more or less miysteriéede 
treaty of Rapallo, which the unfortu- 
nate Rathenau made at Genoa a 
treaty which was, more than all el 
eloquent of the fashion in which the 
Germans read their future. I do not

termination to reenter the colonial 
field and to regain some of her lost 
colonies, which in the main fell to 
British mandate control. 


British policy, after a certain hes- 
itation during the post-war years and 
particularly during-the Rulr episode, 
has finally come down on a course of 
action which, while aiming at avoid- 
ing any separate alliance, accepts the 
guarantee of French security—and 


Belgian—as the basis of British con- 
tinental policy. In a word the Brit- 
ish have recognized that Germany 
will be in the future the dangerous 
rival, and the very gravity of the 
economic challenge eliminates § any 
possibility of political alliance. 


Moreover, assuming an_ alliance 
were possible on the British side, it 
would be founded upon totally dis- 
similar interests and would be fatally 
crippling, to the Germans, for the 
main British concern is the preserva- 
tion of peace at all costs, while Ger- 
man policy is directed at the remak- 
ing of certain territorial decisions of 
the last war, which can only’ be 
changed by war. And what from thie 


tritish standpoint woulld be worse, | 


the involved state of Murope would 
make it almost impossible that such 
war would be loealized. All British 
influence, then,in caseofan alliance, 
would be directed at restraining Ger- 
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man action where German wish was: 


strongest, 
German-Italian Alliance. 

As to a German-Italian alliance, 
this is superficially conceivable; Ger- 
many and Italy were partners for 
many years before the world war. 
Nevertheless the test of war showed 
the alliance to be without real foun- 
dation and the results cf the war 


have erected new barriers while they 
have reinforced the old. Thus for 
Italy. union of Austria and Germany 
would be a fatal circumstance, for it 
would not alone restore all the old 
Austrian dangers, but it would replace 
the weak Austrian by the’ powerful 
German. 

It would be, in effect, to put not 
alone the Brenner region, with its 
German population, but Triesto and 


the whole Adriatic coast in jeopardy 
while it would exclude Italian infin- 
enee from the Danube and the [al- 
kans. | 

Not only is no German-Italian ali- 
ance conceivable, then, but in the na- 
ture of things, as Mussolini's recent 
speeches have disclosed, it is Italy, 
not France which effectively mounts 
guard to preserve the status quo so 
far as Austria is concerned. It is 
possible that in time and with the 
growth of confidence in their own 
security and the German recognition 
of the statusquo in the Rhine region, 
the French might cease to be inter- 
ested in the Austrian question, but 
such a time can never come for (taiy. 

On the material side, that is !eav- 
ing out all practical considerations, a 
Franco-German combination is, by all 
odds, the simple#t and the most nat- 


ural, because, now that Alsace-Lor- 
raine has returned to France and 
Germany concedes the finality of the

ground between the west and Russia. 
His ingenious arguments around this 
and other points seem rather to cover 
the main congideration, namely, that, 
looking to a future, perhaps still dis- 
tant, Russia offers the best possibility 
of alliance and association for Ger- 
many, : 

I hasten to add that I do not mean 
to suggest the Russian alliance is a 
detail or a part of a grandiose scheme 
to wage a war of revenge or to achieve 
German hegemony in Europe. On the 
contrary it is the single obvious route 
to an escape from the state of relative 
inferiority which the war imposed 
upon Germany. If it is the single 
avenue of approach to a release from 
the territorial servitudes of the treaty 
of Versailles, not in the west, but in 
the eust, 1¢ is in reality more than 
that, for, apart from all territorial 
questions, it spells independence for 
Germany politically, and independence 
not otherwise obtainable, since in one 
way or another all of her recent foes 
remain obstacles in her pathway. 

Furthermore, it is almost self evi- 
dent that the real drive of British 
policy, at least in seeking to bring 
Germany into the league, is the ap- 
preciation of the fact and the danger 
of a Russo-German combination. Such 
a combination would have economic 
menace for the British and would 
have political consequences all over 
Asia and in the Near East. To tie 
Germany into the western constella- 
tion would perhaps exorcise these 
dangers or at least moderate th 
and this argnment is written in 
British action and is discoverable in 
many British comments. 

All German policy today centers in 
escaping from the immediate restraints 
of the war. The Dawes plan has 
given her comparative economie free- 
dom, because, while she complies with 
its terms, she is protected from all 
interference. The proposed pact 
would give her the same measure. of 
political freedom because inevitably 
it would abolish all such restraints as 
occupation and supervision. But 
with all these things accomplished 
Germany would not obtain real inde- 
pendence, because she would be a 
single power set in a Europe made 
up of great and little powers whose 
interests were divergent from 
and even conflicting with hers. More- 
over she could not hope singlehanded 
to accomplish anything important, fer 
although at last independent she 
would be practically isolated. 

True, a Russfan alliance now in 
the present state of Russia, would be -: 
more of a handicap than an advan- 
tage and would consolidate the rest 
of Europe against Germany. But as- 
suming that presently Russia will 
emerge from her eclipse, the situation 
would entirely change. Therefore the 
objective of German policy must be 
to avoid Russian complications and 
escape any embroilment with Russia 
incident to association with western 
powers in the league of nations 
which might make ultimate alliance 
impossible. And since in Russian 
eyes the league of nations, dominat- 
ed by anti-soviet nations, has a mark- .

THE NEW SCHOOL, 

Old school stuff we have heard 
much about. Now for a little con- 
structive, positive discussion, which 
won't make the pedagogues get hot 
under the collar. Let's talk about 
the new school. It isn’t here yet, 
but it’s coming soon. 


An Ohio superintendent writes that 
too much of the material in the school 
texts on hygiene is antiquated and 
poorly taught. He thinks the school 
child's health takes precedence over 
everything else—but I should warn 
him to be careful how he expresses 
such radical sentiments, for it may 
cost him his job. Neither the un- 
trained pedagogues nor the predatory 
interests that control popular eduea- 
tion approve of such ideas. The su- 
perintendent, giving the school’s pu- 
pil’s health precedence over every- 
thing else wishes to supplement the 
work in his schools with “reliable in- 
formation from other — sources’’— 
which seems a dirty crack at the 
present source of the hokum taught 
in the fair name of hygiene. He goes 
on: 

“tT have In mind a book by a Co- 
lumbia professor.” 

That is, in my judgment, the best 
textbook in its category, for high 
school tudents. It is “Personal Hy- 
giene Applied,” by Dr. Jesse Feiring 
Williams, professor of physical educa- 
tion, Teachers college. Colunthia uni- 
versity. . Although I have alluded to 
the chapter about ‘‘colds” as boloney. 
I deem Dr, Williams’ book the finest 
In print. 

‘In your opinion what prepertion 
ofthe school day should be devoted to 
physical education and health = or 
hygiene instruction, and what should 
be the form of physical activity?’ 
asks the superintendent. “Games, 
formal exercises, dancing, or what?’ 

As to the proportion of time which 
should be devoted to this aspect of 
education, I agree with the superin- 
tendent of schools in a great eastern 
city, who has an unannounced plan to 
require one hour a day of physical 
training for every pupil. And I think 
this should include not only ordinary 
games suited to the age and condition

“T have always maintained, but my 
contettions have received little sup- 
port, that athletics unless wisely man- 
aged do more harm than good; that 
overexertion is worge than none; that 
football is too strenuous for growing 
boys, say in the adolescent period; 
that these major sports meet the needs 
of toosmall a proportion of the pu- 
pils enrolled, that non-participants are 
more in need of physical training than 
those selected; that health is the last 
consideration of too many. coaches 
and others- responsible for these. ma- 
jor athletic activities, and that in too 
many schools athletics are dominated 
by influences without the school and 
whose object is the commercialization 
of sports. I believe that every year 
thonsands of young people are gradu- 
ated from high schools and colleges 
with more or less knowledge of every- 
thing except how to live.”

lish, in the study of literature, spell- 
ing, writing, and even arithmetic, It 
seenis to me that even Latin might 
earry some of this didactic health 
education—instead of bothering over 
the Caesarian fictions; for instance, 
the second-year Latin source might 
go in for anatomy, physiology, bac- 
teriology, pathology and everything. 
There is plenty of good Latin litera- 
ture to provide all this, or if not 
we'll fix some up.

Scientists declare that the vigor 
with which a hundred dancers in a 
well-known night club on the edge of 
Boston’s Chinatown kept time to the 
“Charleston’s” peculiar and strongly 
accented rhythm was the direct cause 
of the five-story byilding’s collapse, 
the killing of nearly 50 persons and 
the serious injury of scores of others. 


If some far less strenuous dance 


had taken the “Charleston’s” place, 
or if the dancers had been less exhilar- 
ated by their celebration of the night 
before the Fourth, the disaster would, 
science believes, have never occurred. 

How did the ‘‘Charleston’’ release 
from the hand of death a weight that 
struck this building with a force many 
times greater than any thunderbolt 
and crushed it like an egg shell? 

The explanation, according to phys- 
icisis and engineers who have given 
the matter very 
simple one. 

A minute or two ‘before the Pick- 
wick club collapsed a hundred hilar- 
ious men and women had taken the 
floor to dance the “Charleston, * The 
total pressure on the floor of these 
50 couples when standing or siiting 
quietly was about 15,000 pounds— 
just wnat they weighed.

“Both the fox-trot and the ‘Charles- 
ton’ have-a downward pressure. And 
the weight ofa person exerted 
on a floor as pressure while 
dancing, increases 155 per cent 
over the normal weight while 
standing still. 

“Thus, if in the Pickwick 
club at the moment of the fatal 
collapse, 50 couples—100 per- 
sons—were standing still, each with 
an average normal weight of 150 
pounds, their total weight pressure on 
the floor would be 15,000 pounds. 

“But if these couples were dancing, 
their weight pressure would be in- 
creased to a total of 38,250 pounds, 
or nearly twelve tons above normal. 

“Soldiers, when crossing a bridge 
on a march, are always ordered to 
break step so that the bridge structure 
will not collapse beneath them as a 
result of the heavy rhythmic beat of 
their tread. 

“This same. principle applies to 
dance floor, When the entire weight 
of the dancers presses rhythmically 
upon the same point, the foundations 
are naturally imperilled. 

“The ‘Charleston,’ with its steady 
swaying and st: aes of feet, Was un- 
doubtedly a fatetul dance—a veritable 
dance of death.”

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PHRASE that can stand the 
wear and tear of nineteen

_, lity; “The Macedonian call” 


the title of our Bible Talk 
today—has been used on in- 
numerable occasions to describe a cry 
for help. The incident recorded in the 
text gives us another vision that ap- 
peared to Paul—a heavenly vision, 
like others he had, the truth of which 
is proven by his obedience and by the 
results that follow therefrom. 

As Paul and Silas, together with 


Timothy, were traveling through the 
region of Phrygia and Galatia; they 
were “forbidden of the Holy Ghost 
to speak the word in Asia.”’ Luke does 
not tell us by what means the mes- 
Sage was communicated to the dis- 
ciples; whatever the form,. it was 
sufficient for the purpose and Paul 
and his associates obeyed. 


Then the little group ‘‘assayed to 
go into Bithynia; but the Spirit suf- 
fered them not.” Here, again, their 
purpose was thwarted. They had not 
yet been informed as to their destina- 
tion; they were simply told where not 
to go until they finally reached Troas, 
the ancient Troy of historic renown.

There are three lessons that may be 


‘deawn from this call: First, there is a 


Supernatural power that governs the 
world—a power that can communi- 
cate its instructions to man. 


The means by which these com- 
munications are conveyed are various. 
The vision or dream is the means 
most frequently employed. Joseph’s 
dreams were the ones best known 


among those recorded in the Old. 


Testament; and Paul’s visions are the 
most prominent among those record- 
ed in the New Testament, although 
we have other illustrations such as 
that which brought to Peter the call 
to the Gentilés. 


But instructions are sometimes 
given in the form of an impression 
that is so imperative as to change the 
course of a life; and who knows but 
that all the decisions which affect for 
good hearts that are open to divine 
siiggestion may be due to the invisible 
influence of that supernatural power 
that created the universe and_ still 
controls it. 


This much we know, that two may

Things New and Old About the Bible 


The Foundation of the Old Testament Canon 


* 2 * *

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‘HE ordinary traditional view 
of the canon is that through- 
out the history of Revelation 
certain great personages 
were mechanically inspired 
to produce certain books, 

and all of these books were preserved 

by a miraculous Providence. When 
the Revelation was complete all the 
various books were put together as 
one by a body of men who were 
unanimous in their judgment as to 
what should enter into the sacred col- 


lection. This easy traditional view is 
based on Jewish traditions of late 
origin. 


An extravagant form of the legend 
assures us that the holy books were 
destroyed at the time of ‘he captivity, 
and that Ezra restored them mirac- 
ulously through Divine inspiration, A 
more rational form of the legend as- 
cribes to Ezra, Nehemiah, and the 
Great Synagogue the work of com- 
pleting the canon. 

A modification of this tradition aft- 
erwards assigned to Ezra a more im- 
portant function to the eftect that 
Ezra and the Great Synagogue col- 
lected into one volume the dispersed 
books under three heads, of the law, 
the prophets, and sacred writings. It 
has been received as indisputable that 
the canon of the Old Testament was 
settled once for all through Divine in- 
spiration by Ezra and the Great Syna- 
gogue. 

As to the New Testament canon it 
has been naively supposed that there 
was entire unanimity in the early 
church conceiving the collection of 
books in the New Testament. The 
commanding influence of Augustine 


in reference to the canon was as a 
whole on the side of error. He would 
have everything settled by the au- 
thority of tradition. The necessity of 
maintaining a fight against the ene- 
mies of the church made Augustine 
unhistorical in his treatment of .the 
canon. In this.way he included in the 
canon a number of apocryphal books. 
For several centuries from the time 
of Augustine an unhistorical spirit pre- 
vailed. The question of the canon 
was determined by an appeal to the 
church tathers without any investiga- 
tion into its real history. 

E ARE placed on a historical 

basis when. we find the Ec- 
Clesiastes written about 130 B. C. 
and Josephus at close of first century 


A. D., mentions the three well-known 
divisions of the Old Testament. 


It is now recognized that there ts 
no ground for supposing the books to 
have been regarded as sacred from 
the time of their composition, nor 
even for supposing that they were 
composed for the purpose of form- 
ing an authoritative canon. 

The history of the canon, both of 
the Old Testament and the New 
Testament presents many striking re- 
semblances. It was formed not by 
a single person, nor by a single gen- 
eration, but by slow and gradual 
growth as the need of the church de- 
manded. , 

Bishop Ryle says: ‘‘First there was 
the law corresponding to the Gospels, 
then the prophets and historical works 
added like the acts of the Apostles 


‘and the Pauline Apostles, and finally 


the second writings added as a mis- 


cellaneous group in‘'what were Eccle- 
siastes, Esther and Songs of Solomon, 
whose authority was as much ques- 
tioned as some of the disputed Epis- 
tles in the New Testament. 

But for the allegorical interpreta- 
tions of the Song of Solomon, it. is 
very unlikely that it would have been 
included in the canon. 

The admission of books into the 
canon was determined by no outward 
Supernatural manipulation. In_ the 
time of our Lord some books like 
Esther and Ecclesiastes were still held 
in dispute by many rabbinical teach- 
ers. Both of these books come with- 
in one vote of being left out of the 
Old Testament canon. 

The evidence tends to show that 
the idea of a complete canon of scrip- 
ture did not take its rise until to- 
wards the close of the monarchy, and 
the dispersion had begun. 

Not until then was the need rec- 
ognized of collecting the various rec- 
ords of tradition, of history and law, 
of prophecy and poetry and wisdom, 
which served the purpose of bringing 
into a closed Spiritual unison the 
Israel of God scattered abroad with- 
out a central temple of Worship. We 
do not find the recognition of any 
writing as canonical Scriptures until 
Deuteronomy was so recognized in 
the reign of Josiah, 621 B. C. 


HE Pentateuch as a whole was 
not canonized until the action re- 
corded in Nehemiah, chapters 8-10. 
According to Ezra, chapter 7, verse 6, 
it was brought to Jerusalem in 458 
B.S. 
It was only after the exile that the 


ing statement: 
Greek version of the Old Testament 


canonization of the prophets took 
place. It was due in part to the grow- 
ing disuse of the Hebrew language and 
the decline of the productive activity 
ot the earlier theocratic spirit. 

The fact that the term ‘The Law 
and the Prophets” was used to desig- 


nate the entire Hebrew Bible shows 
how late was the canonizing of those 
writings called the Sacred Writings. 
In this third portion of the Old Testa- 
ment the canonization of the Psalms 
was not completed until the Macca- 
beean era, 

The last ciep in completing the Old 
Testament canon consists in selecting 
from a miscellaneous group such 
works as Chronicles, Ezra, Nehemiah, 
Esther, Ruth and Daniel, which took 
place in the first century of the Chris- 
tian era. The dispute in regard to 
Esther, Songs of Solomon and Eccle- 
siastes was not wholly settled even at 
the beginning of the third century 
A.D. Thus the Old Testament canon 
grew up under providential influ- 
ences, which left it whence it came 


into the hands of the Christian church 


and still somewhat indefinite and 
without fixed limits. However, it is 
Safe to say that the Old Testament 


canon was practically settled at Synod 


of Jamnie, 90 A. D.

We find on looking into the his- 
tory of marriage from the most in- 
ferior savage tribes to modern civil- 
ized life the most general social ob- 
ject of marriage rites is to give pub- 
licity to the union. Publicity is rec- 
ognized everywhere as the element 
which distinguishes a recognized mar- 
riage from an illicit union, hence the 


presence of witnesses in the assembly - 


of guests summoned for the occasion. 


Celebrating the wedding with feast- 
ing is a further method of giving pub- 
licity to the union. The wedding feast 
does not merely serve the object of 
making the marriage public. It brings 


_ together the families of the bride and 


\ 


bridegroom and makes them more 
friendly to each other. In countries 
where a common meal is looked upon 
almost as an act of convenanting, the 
social importance of the wedding is 
particularly great. 

The weeping of the bride is the sur- 
vival of an earlier custom of marriage 
by capture. The feeling of sadness or 
grief at the separation from her -rela- 
tives was ceremoniously expressed 
and emphasized at the wedding. It 
was a general belief with some of the 
earlier peoples that the bride’s crying 
was auspicious of her happiness in 
married life. 

“Laughing bride, weeping wife; 
weeping bride, happy wife,’’ was a 
popular belief among Slavonic. peo- 
ples. -In Russia until a few years ago, 
and sull in many parts, much impor- 
tance is attached to the bride’s having 
a good cry. ‘The more she cries the 
more she gains the admiration of her 
friends. 

Wedding gifts apparently have de- 
veloped from the earlier custom of ex- 
change of gifts between bride and 
bridegroom, in turn based upon mar- 
riage by consideration, where the 
suitor had to give to the father of his 
intended wife a bride price or present 
and the daughter was provided with 
a dowry as a return gift.

The rite of eating from 
the same plate, or loaf, or dish had a 
fixed place in the marriage ritual of 
many primitive European peoples. 

Other things than rice were former- 
ly thrown upon the bride for luck. 
Wheat, cake baked with seeds and 
sugar broken into small pieces, coins, 
seeds, raisins, fruit, corn, hops, sweet- 
meats, nuts, barley have been used in 
various countries to symbolize the

HE bridal veil is evidently of east-— 


ern origin, being a relic ofthe 
bridal canopy held over the heads of 
the bride et bridegroom. According 
to Saracen usage, a fine linen cloth 
was laid on the heads of the bridal 
couple and.not removed until the ben- 
ediction was said. The primary ob- 
ject, it is claimed, was to protect the 


bride, particularly against the evil eye. _ 


To exclude her. from gage gaze is 
another explanation of the veil. 
another authority claims it to be mod- 
esty, real or assumed, befitting the 
role about to be adopted. 

Various explanations are ‘offered 
for the custom of throwing an old 
shoe after the couple. It is main- 
tained by one authority that in the 
first place it was meant to avert evil 
influence and its connection with the 
idea of good luck was secondary. In 
Scotland it was the custom to wish 
brides and bridegrooms ‘a happy 
foot.” It was also a custom in Eng- 
land, Denmark, Germany and else- 
where to throw a shoe or slipper after 
a person who goes on a journey or 
to do business. Success in‘his errand 
was meant. 


Kissing the bride appears to have 


been an old Scotch custom, according 
to which “the person who presidéd 
over the marriage ceremony uniform- 
ly claimed it as his alienable privilege 
to have a smack at the lips of the 
bride immediately after the perferm- 
ance of his official duties,’’ for it was 
cannily believed that the happiness of 
every bride lay involved in the pas- 
toral kiss.

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This trick will astonish every one who sees it. Its effect is amazing, but it is not difficult to perform. You 
request a friend to take a card from the deck, as in 1, examine it and put it back, as in 2. You hold the deck in 
your hand, while with the other you-make passes over it.. Te the wonder of all, the card selected slowly 
rises from the deck, finally giving a little leap into your hand (3). 

The explanation hes in two prepared cards. Take any two cards (if you do not wish to spoil a deck, get two 
with the samé"pattern as the deck on their backs) and between them fasten a short piece of rubber elastic (5). 
Run the elastic through small holes in the centre of the cards and tie a knot in each end. These cards are held 
on the bottom of the deck when it is offered for the selection of a card. While your friend looks at the card he 
has taken, quietly cut the deck, bringing the prepared cards to the middle, and when the card is replaced see 
that it is slipped between the prepared cards (4). Push the selected card home yourself, stretching the elastic; 
grip the deck tightly, and as you make passes over it gradually release your grip. The elastic will naturally 
make the card rise slowly. Loosen your grip and the card will fly out of the deck. 

Of course care must be taken not to open the deck too wide when having the card replaced, lest the elastic be 
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
